slabs, blackened by the terrible 
disease that is mowing down the 
people.

At that 
time the cttlsens of Tonopah protested vigorously against 
the statement that the prevalence of the disease approach- 
ed the proportions of a plague and attributed It to the 
natural results of the overcrowded quarters, excessive 
drinking of stimulants and the neglect of ordinary health 
precautions Incident to every new mining town. 
This 


second visitation at a time When much the same condit- 
ions exist would seem to g\ye color to the contention. At 
the same time It Is evident that the disease presents sev- 
eral features which baffle the physicians and it would 
seem that it Is far better that the truth should be given 
to the world, rather than on attempt made at concealment 
The great mining camp will receive a temporary set-back, 
it is true, but in the interest of humanity, warning should 
be given those who are contemplating a visit to the camp 
to delay a few weeks. The whole state will suffer with 
Tonopah and will sympathize with her people In the af- 
fliction which has fallen upon it at a time when the eyes 
of the mining world are^ centered upon that district as they 
have never been attracted by a discovery since the fa- 
mous Klondike rush in 1898. The tales or hardship and 
disease that followed that memorable excitement only 
served to deter those who were unfitted to withstand the 
rigorous climate from attempting to gain an entrance in 
the winter season. It will be so with Tonopah. The dis- 
patches state that her citizens are using every endeavor 
to stamp it out and with the men who compose her pop- 
ulation, this means that money or energy will not be 
spared. 


Mercenary considerations should not be permitted to 


enter into this question. Let the whole truth be known, 
attempts at concealment of the real facts have a tendency 
to exaggerate actual conditions and In the end must bo 
productive of more harm than good. 
Tonopah Is the 


greatest mineral district in the United States to day and 
the suspension of travel for a few days or weeks at the 
most cannot destroy its prestige but on the contrary will 
the better enable its citizens to grapple with the problem 
that must be met. .

LAID TO REST 


W. L. Coulter, an Old Time Rail- 


road Conductor, Buried 


Yesterday 


Baron Martin von Schlosser, descen- 


dant of one of the oldest families in 
Germany, with the blood of the Hohen- 
Jollerns in his veins, carrying: creden- 
tials to which Is affixed the signature 
•f Emperor William, but now a resi- 
dent of the United States, Is a visitor 
In the city. 


The baron came In from the east 


yesterday morning, intending to visit 
Tonopah and Qoldfield with a view 
to investing, but the news of the un- 
fortunate sanitary conditions In that 
section changed his plans. 


"Prom what I have read and learned 


from those Just returning from the In- 
fected district." said the baron, "the 
scourge which has visited the place Is 
identical with the 
bubonic 
plague 


•which we had a taste of fifteen years 
ago In Hamburg. I saw all of that I 
care to. 
I was then a student In 


Heidelberg, and while walking over 
the campus with a classmate who was 
In perfect health when we met, wit- 
nessed his death within five minutes." 


"When I arrived in the city this 


morning." continued the 
baron, 
"I 


registered at one of your hotels, but 
before I reached my room I learned 
that there was a corpse from Tonopah 
in the hostlery. Did I remain there? 
Neln! 
I move with rapidity." 


Baron von Schlosser explains that 


•e is endeared to America by reason 
•f the fact that It was In the "wild 
and wooly west" of the big continent 
that he regained his health. 


"For flften years." he states, "I was 


suffering from everything1 that ends 
in 'itls.' I can't remember all the ills 
with which the physicians In Germany 
sold I was afflicted. Let me see. There 
was 
skleditls, 
cocolltls. 
hlppotltls, 


appendicitis—well 
everything 
else. 


Then I thought 
I \vould 
come 
to 


America and doctor myself. I bought 
160 acres of land In Washington and 
lived an out-of-door life. Then I dia- 
gnosed my own case and am satis- 
fied that I was afflicted with 'lazyenis' 
and 'boozerltes.'" 


The baron, as he appeared yesterday, 


robust, rotund 
and 
weighing 
220 


pounds averdupols, laughingly remark- 
ed that It was "sixty 
pounds 
of 


America." 


"I weighed only 160 pounds when I 


landed in New York and now look at 
me." exclaimed the baron, with par- 
donable pride, for his six feet of well- 
knit anotomy would preclude the sug- 
gestion that he had ever suffered from 
any physical ailment. 


The baron Is now making his per- 


manent home In San Francisco, but 
maintains a shooting lodge near Lake 
Crescent. Washington, which he visits 
twice a year for hunting and fishing. 


More than n year ago Baron von 
Schlosser gained considerable news- 
paper notoriety In the northwest by 
being reported dead after a fight with 
a bear. 
The fight occurred all right 


and the German bears ugly scars as 
the result, but the animal was ready 
for a funeral after t^he encounter in- 
stead of the baron. However, an at- 
tendant, frightened from the scene of 
the struggle, ran to the nearest vil- 
lage and gave the alarm, stating that 
Baron von Schlosser had been killed. 


A funeral cortege went to the scene 


to return with a very live corpse. 


The last sad rites over th« remains 


of W. Ij. Coulter, who died in Tonopah 
Tuesday were held at the undertak 
ers, Perkins. Oliver & Gulling, yea- 
terday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

An ordinance pertaining to the hold- 


Ing of the municipal election In the 
city of Reno on May 2, 1905. 


The City Council of the city of Reno 


do ordain: 


Section 1. That the city clerk of the 


city of Reno Is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed not less than ten 
days before the municipal election to 
be held In, the city of Reno on the 
second day of May, 1905, to cause to 
be published all nominations certified 
to or filed with him In a newspaper 
printed within the said city of Reno, 
In the county of Washoe, state of Ne- 
vada. 
Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 


city clerk of said city of Reno to pro- 
vide a sufficient number of suitable 
printed ballots and sample ballots for 
use at said municipal election, such as 
provided for by the general election 
laws of the state of Nevada, and the 
said 
city 
clerk shall- supervise the 


printing of such ballots, and such bal- 
lots shall be printed at some newspa.-r 
or printing office In the said city of 
Reno, and county aforesaid; and the 
said city clerk shall cause to be print- 
ed in each of said ballots the name cf 
each and every candidate whose nane 
has been certified to or filed with him. 


Section 3. All ballots when prlnled 


shall be bound in stub books and may 
be In books of five, ten, twenty-flva. 
fifty and one hundred ballots ea ;h. 
A record of the number of 
ballots 


printed for him shall be kept by the 
city clerk. 
Section 4. The city clerk shall pro- 


vide .'or each election ward in said 
city of Reno at least two ballots for 
each voter registered therein, and not 
more than five ballots in excess there- 
of. 


Section 6. Whenever It shall appear, 


by afTi-lavlt, that an error or omis- 
sion has occurred in the publication 
of the name or description of any of 
the candidates nominated, or in the 
printing of the ballots any member of 
the board of City Council, upon appli- 
cation of any voter shall Issue an or- 
der requiring the city clerk to correct 
such error. 


Section 6. Before the opening of the 


polls, at said election, the city cl^rk 
shall cause to be delivered to the board 
of el«:c*lon Of each election ward in 
said city of Reno, the proper number 
of tk-uets of the kmd to be use! In 
the elo^uon ward. In the case of pre- 
vention cf an election In any ward :n 
said citv by reason of the loss or de- 
struction of the ballots Intended for 
that ward, or for any other eaus?, the 
inspector or oth»r election officer for 
the ward shall make an affidavit ret- 
ting forth the fact and transmit it to 
tbft City Council of said city. 
Upon 


receipt of such affidavit and upo i the 
application of any candidate for any 
office to be voted for by the vote-a of 
such ward, the City Council shall order 
a new election for such ward. 


Section 7. This ordinance shall take 


effect Immediately after Its passage 
and adoption, and publication for a 


period of one week. 
Section 8. The city clerk of the city 


of Reno is hereby authorized and or- 
dered to have this city ordinance, No. 
31, published 
In the Nevada State 


Journal for a period of one week.
